HEADTEACHER’S DEFIANT 
MESSAGE AFTER REPORT 


By Steve Neale 


STAFF and pupils at Cecil Jones 
have sent out a defiant message to 
inspectors - “Let us show you how 
good we are.” 

That was call from headteacher 
Doug Nichols after Ofsted placed 
his school in special measures. 

Concerns were raised after 37.5 
per cent of the number of pupils 
passed 5 A*-C grades - below the 
national average of 48 per cent. 

Mr Nichols said Ofsted had failed 
to take into account improvements 
that have seen the school’s pass rate 
rise from 33 per cent in 2008. 

He also claimed inspectors had 


not taken into account Southend’s 
grammar schools, which take 25 
per cent of the top pupils from the 
catchment area. 

Mr Nichols said: “I feel very dis¬ 
appointed for the students. 

“Their success has been over¬ 
shadowed by a report that is unbal¬ 
anced and unfair. 

“My message to staff is, ‘We 
know this does not represent the 
work we have done’. We know we 
will now be monitored. We will 
show Ofsted how good we are.” 

His staff and bosses at Southend 
Council backed him. 

Paul Greenhalgh, the council’s 
corporate director for children and 


learning, claimed the inspectors’ 
judgement was not what the college 
deserved. 

He said: “Unfortunately Oftsed’s 
report does not do justice to the 
school’s strengths.” 

Many pupils and parents have 
also spoken out in support. 

Year 11 student Sophie Edwards, 
15, said: “This is a great school 
with lots of extra-curricular activi¬ 
ties. The teachers are really, really 
great and it had been put down far 
too much.” 

Fellow year 11 pupil Alex 
Goodwin, 16, said: “There is lots 
of support here with teachers stay¬ 
ing after school to help bring our 


grades up. 

“This is a fine school - nowhere 
is perfect.” 

Mr Nichols, 60, who has served 
at the school for 23 years, has 
announced his retirement. 

He said it was his long planned 
intention to leave after his 60th 
birthday. 

“It’s time for somebody else to 
lead the improvement journey 
we’ve started and show Ofsted and 
all of Southend that Cecil Jones is a 
school that is definitely going for¬ 
ward,” he said. 

Ofsted dismissed criticism of its 
report. The school has lodged a 
complaint.

POLICE plan to fly unmanned spy- 
planes over Essex from 2012. 

The airborne patrols, created by 
Essex-based BAE Systems and 
already used by the military, can fly 
for up to seven hours and are operat¬ 
ed by remote control. 

Trials are currently ongoing as part 
of a partnership between BAE and 
Essex and Kent police. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: 
“Police forces have a number of 
means at their disposal to investigate 
crime and are constantly looking at 
new technology to increase their 


capacity to combat crime and gather 
intelligence. 

“Remote-controlled aircraft and 
other unmanned air systems are cur¬ 
rently being developed and The 
South Coast Partnership, of which 
Essex Police is a member, is explor¬ 
ing the feasability of using 
unmanned air systems as another 
method of patrolling the coastline 
and infrastructure in the south east of 
the country.” 

The South Coast Partnership 
includes Kent and Essex Police 
Forces, the UK Border Agency, the 
Maritime and Coastguard Agency 
and the Marine and Fisheries Agency 


together with industry partner ,BAE 
Systems. 

Existing regulations and laws mean 
drones are not allowed to be used in 
civilian areas, but changes are 
expected to be introduced by 2011. 

Police chiefs said they are particu¬ 
larly keen to see the craft used for 
surveillance, road and railway moni¬ 
toring, search and rescue support, 
harbour security, event security and 
media coverage, communications 
relays, major incident assessment, 
frontier security and covert urban 
surveillance. 

They claim they will concentrate 
first on policing of illegal entry to 


and exit from the UK, particularly of 
small, fast vessels involved in human 
trafficking, contraband transporta¬ 
tion, duty avoidance and other crim¬ 
inal activity. 

Chief Inspector Richard Watson, 
responsible for Air Operations for 
Kent Police, said: “This partnership 
is exploring new approaches in terms 
of police aviation. 

“It makes good sense for us all to 
contribute to it and share the costs 
and benefits.”

A HUGE tank which has been 
labelled an ‘eyesore’ and a 
‘blot on the landscape’ has 
finally been decommissioned 
after 50 years.

its removal for many years. 

He is delighted at the decom¬ 
missioning. 

He said: “The gasometer has 
blocked out our sunlight and 
interfered with our televisions 
for years. 

“I cannot wait to install a 
satellite dish, which would 
never work before.” 

The National Grid said the 
gasometer would be replaced 
by liquid gas, which will be 
stored undergound. 


Spokesman, Anthony 

Quarrell, said: “We can con¬ 
firm that the gasometer is 
being decommissioned, but as 
yet we have no plans to move 
off site. 

“It may well be a lengthy 
process.” 

Mr Assenheim added: “There 
will no doubt be a lot of ground 
contamination which will have 
to be dealt with before the site 
can be re-used, but at least we 
have been assured that its ugly 
shadow will no longer loom 
over Shoebury.”

Bumper bonus 
for health boss

ONE of the UK’s most suc¬ 
cessful health chiefs has 
received a bumper Christmas 
bonus. 

Dr Patrick Geoghegan OBE, 
chief executive of the South 
Essex Partnership University 
NHS Foundation Trust 
(SEPT), made it on to the 
Public Sector Rich List 2009 
after being rewarded with the 
one-off payout. 

According to the recently 
released report, which is pub¬ 
lished by the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance and looks in to public 
sector salaries, Dr Geoghegan 
took home £200,000 in 
2008/09, compared to 
£172,500 the previous year.

A spokesperson from SEPT 
said: “The chief executive’s 
salary is in line with other 
Trusts and NHS organisations 
of its size. 


“Any pay rises for the chief 
executive and directors have 
always been in line with the 
national cost of living increas¬ 
es for all NHS staff which, for 
2008/09, was 2.75 per cent. 

“In 2007/08, SEPT’s Board 
of Directors agreed not to 
award bonuses to the chief 


executive and directors. 

“In 2008/09 to recognise the 
Trust’s exceptional perfor¬ 
mance in national ratings, a 
one-off bonus was paid and is 
reflected in the figures report¬

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Firefighters 
refuse extra work

ESSEX firefighters are refus¬ 
ing to work for extra pay on 
their days off. 

The block is the latest twist in 
an ongoing dispute between 
staff and management. 

Fire service chief, David 
Johnson, plans to give fire¬ 
fighters a chance ‘to use their 
professional skills to fill other 
station shortages on days off, 
rather than pursuing other jobs’ 
to earn extra cash. 

However, fire crews claim the 
offer is simply a way of dis¬ 
guising a rising number of 


vacancies at fire stations across 
the county. 

Members of the Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU) are currently 
operating a ‘work to rule’ and 
refusing to cover empty posts. 

“We are extending our indus¬ 
trial action and blacking this 
idea from the chief,” said union 
spokesman Keith Flynn. 

“We will refuse to enter any 
new work agreements or sec¬ 
ondary individual contracts, 
but we will still continue with 
the youth schemes and trauma 
training we already carry out.” 

Mr Johnson said the dispute 
was delaying the off duty 


scheme, which would have 
helped firefighters earn more 
money, and accused the union 
of being ‘duplicitous and 
antagonistic’ over this latest 
offer rather than the current 
dispute. 

Paul Adams, FBU assistant 
secretary, claimed Essex Fire 
Authority had not addressed 
any of the key issues in the dis¬ 
pute, which centres on job cuts 
and the downgrading of spe¬ 
cialist fire appliance crewing. 

• A meeting scheduled for last 
Thursday had to be cancelled 
when Mr Johnson went into 
hospital for surgery.

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Firearms officer warns 
over imitation weapons

PARENTS have been urged not to buy 
their children toy guns or imitation 
weapons after fears youngsters may 
be challenged by armed police offi¬ 
cers with real guns. 

Essex Police officers have been 
called to numerous incidents where 
youngsters were in possession of BB 
guns. 

Firearms officer PC Andy Wheddon 
said: “When we respond to such inci¬ 
dents, we cannot always identify 
whether a gun is real or fake. 

“Carrying an imitation gun could 
ultimately result in a highly-trained 
armed officer having to challenge a 
teenager and so, naturally, we are 
worried. 

“This has to stop now.” 


BB guns are made to be identical to 
real guns in colour, size and detailed 
appearance. 

While they can only fire small plas¬ 
tic ball bearings, their resemblance to 
a real firearm has prompted many 
calls to the police and officers must 
respond to every incident with the 
assumption the weapon is real. 

Officers are frequently called to sit¬ 
uations where their use can be easily 
misconstrued. 

Armed officers recently attended a 
petrol station where motorists had 
called police because a young man 
had brandished a gun on the fore¬ 
court. 

It later turned out to be a BB gun, 
but the fear was that an armed rob¬ 
bery was about to take place. 

PC Wheddon said: “While they are 


legal to own, parents must ask them¬ 
selves whether it’s really appropriate 
for children to have these guns. 

“If they do, they must learn to use 
them responsibly. 

“We cannot have situations where 
innocent members of the public are 
injured by missiles they, or we, fire.” 

Superintendent Simon Williams is 
determined to use every effort to edu¬ 
cate communities, especially young 
people, about the dangers associated 
with the use of any weapon. 

He said: “Fortunately, gun crime in 
this county is not as common as 
maybe elsewhere in the UK, but that 
does not mean we should be compla¬ 
cent. 

“Each gun taken off our streets 
means one less which could potential¬ 
ly kill someone in the community.” 


Union slams 
decision over 
body armour

UNION members have slammed a deci¬ 
sion to stop Essex ambulance crews wear¬ 
ing body armour. 

The Association of Professional 
Ambulance Personnel criticised East of 
England Ambulance Trust for withdrawing 
the safety equipment. 

Body armour was first introduced to 
county crews in 2006,which followed the 
lead taken by London Ambulance and 
Dorset, who already provide armour. 

Ian Boothman, chairman of the 
Association of Professional Ambulance 
Personnel, stressed more staff have been 
assaulted in the last year in Essex than in 
2006. 

He said: “The Trust’s decision to with¬ 
draw body armour for its staff in future is 
difficult to reconcile. 

“We consider this a retrograde decision 
by the Trust. 

“It seems to reflect a national narrative 
from ambulance trusts that appear to be in 
denial over the significant risks that 999 
personnel face on a daily basis.” 

Statistics released by the NHS Security 
Management Service show there were 24 
physical assaults on Essex ambulance staff 
in 2008/9. 

This was more than double the 2007/8 
total. 

Nationally the figure is much higher 
with 1,240 physical assaults against ambu¬ 
lance staff in England in 2008/9. 

The Union has been campaigning for 12 
years for Trust’s to provide body armour to 
staff. 

A spokesman for the East of England 
Trust confirmed that staff who have vests 
are not being asked to give them back. 

He said: “During a public Board meeting 
in June, the Board members agreed that 
while stab vests wouldn’t be withdrawn, 
no new stab vests would be issued in 
Essex and as equipment reached the man¬ 
ufacturer’s replacement date, these would 
not be replaced.”

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Government raps 
children’s services

ESSEX’S failing children’s ser¬ 
vice has been criticised by 
Government - just six months 
after being ordered to improve. 

Children’s Minister Dawn 
Primarolo has written to Essex 
County Council warning that 
‘further necessary interven¬ 
tions’ are needed. 

She described the council’s 
‘slow progress’ in making 
improvements in children’s social 
care. An improvement notice was 
issued by the Government in 
March over its concerns. 

Ms Primarolo acknowledged 
some progress had been made 
following the appointment of a 
new director for children’s ser¬ 
vices. 

But on Friday she said: 
“Nonetheless, I have written to 
the council today to inform them 


that I am minded to use powers 
to establish a robust framework 
that reinforces existing work, to 
provide assurance that the nec¬ 
essary and urgent improvements 
needed are secured quickly.” 

The intervention means that 
the Secretary of State has pow¬ 
ers to establish an Improvement 
Board and appoint an indepen¬ 
dent Chair; enforce a revised 
improvement plan; and receive 
bi-monthly reports from the 
board’s chair. 

The council has until tomor¬ 
row to make representations on 
the proposals set out above. 

Councillor Peter Martin, deputy 
leader of Essex County Council, 
said the authority was committed 
to working with Government to 
improve the service. 

He explained: “I am confident 
that we are turning the comer. 

“We know there is still work 


to be done to secure the right 
provision for children but we 
are confident that we can make 
the changes needed to deliver 
high quality front line practice 
and an organisation that is fit for 
purpose.” 

The authority has introduced a 
programme of support and mod¬ 
ernisation to help staff working 
with children and young people 
in greatest need of help. 

Officers have introduced new 
technology to reduce bureaucra¬ 
cy. An overseas recruitment 
campaign has filled 43 vacant 
social work posts.

Parent 
sent to 
prison 

A SOUTHEND 
parent has just 
begun a 28-day 
prison sentence for 
failing to ensure 
their child attended 
secondary school. 

The parent, who 
cannot be identified 
for legal reasons, 
pleaded guilty and 
was jailed by 

Southend 
Magistrates on 
Monday, November 
30 after a third 
appearance in court 
for the same offence 
in the past 20 
months. 

The child attended 
just 12 school ses¬ 
sions out of a possi¬ 
ble 175 between 
November 2008 and 
April 2009. 

Under Section 
444 of the 
Education Act 1996 
parents have a legal 
duty to ensure their 
childrenregularly 
attend the school at 
which they are reg¬ 
istered. 

In the past year, 
the parents of 44 
children have 
appeared in court 
for these issues, and 
the Council has 
issued seven Fixed 
Penalty Notices for 
offences related to 
non-school atten¬ 
dance. 

A parent or carer 
may be summoned 
to appear before the 
local magistrate, for 
failing to ensure 
their child’s regular 
attendance at 
school. 

Parents convicted 
of this offence may 
be liable to a fine of 
up to £2500 and/or 
up to three months 
imprisonment.

WORK has started at Warrior 
Square Gardens, which is set 
for a transformation as part of 
a major landscaping project. 

Some trees and shrubs have 
already been removed to make 
way for new plantings and 
landscaping.

Warnings on 
fake alcohol

SHOPPERS are being warned to be aware of 
buying fake alcohol this Christmas. 

HM Revenue & Customs made the call follow¬ 
ing an operation last week across Essex resulting 
in the seizure of more than 3,000 litres of illegal 
beer, wine and spirits. 

During their visit to Southend officers found 
919 litres of alcohol with no duty paid including 
Italian-labelled wine and counterfeit whiskey 
and vodka. 

This resulted in the owners of two shops facing 
further enquiries. The estimated duty loss is 
£3,470. 

Maddy Ratnett, spokesperson for HMRC, said: 
“That small minority who flout the law by sell¬ 
ing illegal alcohol are depriving honest shop¬ 
keepers of vital income. 

“We work closely with local people and busi¬ 
nesses in the fight against this crime and encour¬ 
age anyone with information relating to illegally 
imported goods to contact the Customs Hotline 
on 0800 59 5000 or email customs.confiden- 
tial@hmrc. gsi. gov.uk’ ’ 


FACTBOX 

THESE tips should help you avoid pur¬ 
chasing counterfeit or suspect spirits. 

■ Price Too low- the duty and VAT (15 
per cent) on a 70cl bottle of 37.5 per cent 
vodka is £6.83 and for a 70cl bottle of 40 
per cent whisky is £7.29. If you paid less 
than this the spirits are suspect. 

■ Labelling - poor quality of print coun¬ 
terfeit labels are often poorly printed. 
Common mistakes are spelling errors, 
print misalignment of colour logos and 
feint printing. 

■ Labelling - manufacturer/producer/ 
distributor details. Genuine spirits should 
be labelled with a name and address. For 
EU manufactured products this could be 
as simple as a name and post code. 
Products with no name and address are 
suspect. 

■ Labels - quality counterfeit labels may 
be stuck on crooked or creased. 

■ Content - white particles bottles of 
vodka should not have any white particles 
in the spirit or white sediment in the spirit, 
or white blooming of the glass. These 
effects are due to the dilution of the ‘spir¬ 
it’ with regular tap water. 

■ Content - fill height variations between 
bottles may indicate that they have been 
manually filled and therefore suspect. 

■ Closure - loose cap. The screw cap 
and its retaining ring should not both turn 
when trying to open the bottle. This may 
indicate the cap has been manually fitted 
rather than closed by machine and the 
spirit may be suspect.

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Designer jewellery thieves face jail

TWO people have been found guilty of 
stealing nearly £4m worth of designer 
jewellery from Southend Airport. 

The theft happened shortly after 5pm 
on Monday, May 21, 2001, where 2,000 
items of Cartier jewellery were stolen. 

Joseph Xenofondos, an unemployed 
34-year-old, from Loughton Way, 
Loughton, was charged with one count 
of conspiracy to steal and was sen¬ 
tenced to five years imprisonment. 

Gary Maughan, a 43-year-old nurse, 
from Queensbridge Road in Hackney, 
north London, was charged with one 
count of conspiracy to steal and one 
count of handling stolen goods and was 
sentenced to six years imprisonment. 

Their trial began at Basildon Crown 
Court on Monday, October 26 and on, 
Monday, December 7, the jury returned 
guilty verdicts on all charges. 

On Monday, senior investigating offi¬ 
cer, Detective Superintendent Tracy 
Hawkings, said today marks the end of 
an investigation that began in May 2001 
when these defendants conspired to 
steal nearly £4 million worth of Cartier 
merchandise. 

She said: “In May 2008, the investiga¬ 
tion took on a new twist when one of 
the conspirators, Tom Baisden, came to 
police and confessed his part in one of 


the highest-value thefts ever investigat¬ 
ed by Essex Police. 

“Gary Maughan and Joseph 
Xenofondos then enjoyed the proceeds 
of their crime during the following 
years, with a lavish lifestyle funded at 
the expense of Cartier who were the 
victims of this crime. 

“During the 18-month investigation, 
we examined the financial aspects of 
this case and conducted numerous, pro¬ 
tracted enquiries which traced Cartier 
goods that were discovered as far away 
as Asia. 

“The main witness in this case, Tom 
Baisden, joined the Fifteen Foundation 
which is a charity founded by celebrity 
chef Jamie Oliver. 

“It helps disadvantaged young people 
to turn their lives around and, in some 
cases, leave a life of crime. 

“It was this experience that encour¬ 
aged Tom Baisden to come forward and 
confess his involvement. 

“Essex Police is determined to show 
that criminals who live of the proceeds 
of crime will be brought to justice and, 
where possible, their assets will be 
seized under the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

Tom Baisden, a 27-year-old man from 
south Essex, had already pleaded guilty 
to one count of theft, one count of con¬ 
spiracy to steal and one count of per¬ 
verting the course of justice.

Bosses at BP said in a state¬ 
ment released this week that 
the deal would help supply fuel 
to wholesale customers and 
petrol stations in the Midlands 
and south east of England. 

Residents and councillors 
have already raised concerns 
about the quantities of fuel 
used at the site. 

BP spokesman, Mark Salt, 
said: “BP and the owners of 
Oikos Storage Ltd have 
ensured that health, safety, 
security and environmental 
protection are a priority in the 
agreement.” 

Mr Salt said the terminal 
would be one of only a few in 
the country to comply with the 
recommendations of the 
Buncefield Standards Task 
Group into the safety and envi¬ 
ronmental standards for fuel 
storage sites.

there will be more fuel tankers 
operating.

Bring music to life 

LIZ WADE and her two boys discover musical history on 
their visit to the British Music Experience at the 02 



I F you want to sing in a sound 
booth, dance in a studio or 
explore a musical map of the 
country, then head to the British 
Music Experience 
The venue isn’t just a museum 
of Britain’s music history, it’s an 
interactive experience that 
encourages visitors to explore 
whatever music they like. 

The exhibition, at the 02, cov¬ 
ers 60 years of British music his¬ 
tory and has a wide range of 
memorabilia including everything 
from handwritten lyrics and 
famous outfits to instruments. 

Its collection includes Spice 
Girl dresses, David Bowie’s 
Ashes to Ashes clown suit and 
Ziggy Stardust costume, a vin¬ 
tage Amy Winehouse dress and 
even Noel Gallagher’s Union 
Jack guitar. 

While there are a range of 
things to look at, there is far 
more to see and explore 
through its interactive experi¬ 
ence which allows you to unlock 
a massive collection of music 
and media recordings. 

Its cutting-edge audio visual 
technology allows each visitor to 
use a Smarticket, which also 
allows them to select and keep 
their favourite content. 

The more you touch the 
Smarticket sensor points in the 
museum, the more music you 
can collect to listen to from your 
MyBME account online when 
you get home. 

The idea is pure genius and 
allows you to save the highlights 
of your visit, and even a record¬ 
ing of your own dance routine. 

The whole venue is very much 
interactive so on a first glance 
around, you may think it slightly 


small. However, the more you 
explore, the more you discover. 

The exhibition’s Edge Zones 
take you on a journey through 
time as you explore different 
eras from 1945 to the present 
day, and even into the future. 

Each era is packed with mem¬ 
orabilia, music and film clips, 
and even information on big 
events in the news at the time, 
which help to take you back. 

You can also track the trends 
through 60 years of music histo¬ 
ry and learn about British 
music’s influence on art, fashion 
and politics, and flick through 
virtual record collections. 

The centre of the museum, 
known as The Core, houses 
other interactive displays includ¬ 
ing the Dance the Decades 
booth, which allows you to learn 
one of 12 dances from the past 
70 years before making a 
recording of your moves, and 
then playing them back again. 

Only Josh was up for a dance 
with his mum and we decided 
to opt for the disco dancing. 

We picked up the moves from 
our virtual dance instructor and 
recorded our own routine, then 
laughed hysterically as we 
watched our ‘out of time’ efforts 
to keep up. 

Another great interactive dis¬ 
play in The Core was the ‘Where 
It’s At’ map of the country, 
which allowed us to find out 
what musical delights have hap¬ 
pened in and around our home 
town and further afield. 

The boys loved finding out 
about events that had happened 
in Britain’s music history, from 
the birthplaces of pop artists, to 
the locations of festivals. 


The Hey DJ display has the 
ultimate in virtual record collec¬ 
tions, while the Playback exhibi¬ 
tion looks at the way people 
have played music since 1945, 
and the Transmission display 
looks at everything from radio 
and TV, to music broadcasts. 

Another great interactive area 
for kids is the Gibson Interactive 
Studio where they can develop 
their skills on guitar, bass and 
drums, before stepping into a 


vocal booth. 

Our visit came to an amazing 
end thanks to the venue’s ‘The 
Beat Goes On’ exhibit, which 
allowed us feel what it would 
have been like being in the 
crowd of a legendary gig. 

We stood in a room surround¬ 
ed by screens on three sides 
and imagined being part of the 
crowd at a classic performance 
from the likes of The Stones, 
Bowie, Led Zeppelin and Oasis.

Vauxhall goes Astra-nomical 


by Steve Walker 


T HE Ford Focus has had its 
own way for far too long and 
as for that Volkswagen Golf? 
Well, it’s about time that somebody 
knocked it off its perch. 

These aren’t the views of the 
nation’s family hatchback buyers - 
this is a rough approximation of 
the thinking behind the scenes at 
Vauxhall, a manufacturer with its 
crosshairs trained on nothing less 
than the very top of this money¬ 
spinning market sector. 

The car it hopes will hit the target 
is the latest Astra. 

In the UK, the Astra brand carries 
plenty of weight with the public 
and Vauxhall will be looking for the 
latest version to hammer that 
advantage home. 

To achieve this, it has worked on 
enhancing quality, increasing space 
and taking the driving experience 
to the next level. 

The best that the Vauxhall engine 
range has to offer will get an outing 
in the Astra, but it’s the suspension 
set-up that will be of more interest. 
Today’s car, while still not fully 
independent in its set-up, uses a 
more advanced Watt’s linkage rear 
suspension that helps distribute 
cornering forces more effectively 
than a conventional torsion beam, 
while retaining its cost and space 
saving advantages. 

Put the Astra through its paces 
on the road and it’s hard not to 
come away impressed. 

The ride and body control are

assured and tight respectively as 
the car flows over the surface feel¬ 
ing well planted through bends. 

The steering could be more pre¬ 
cise but a slick gearshift and well- 
judged pedal 
weights go in 
the plus col¬ 
umn. 

Generally, 
the Astra is a 
highly pol¬ 
ished drive. 

Vauxhall 
promises a 
quieter and 
more compli¬ 
ant ride in the 
latest Astra, 
combined with sharper driving 
dynamics. The car is available with 
the standard suspension or 
Vauxhall’s FlexRide variable damp¬ 
ing system that allows the driver to 
choose from normal, Tour or Sport 
settings. 

The 1.6-litre turbocharged 
petrol engine powers the liveli¬ 
er models and is strong on t 
both power and torque. A 

Vauxhall’s design team will 
have marked the Insignia 
down as a success and it’s no 
surprise to see the Astra bor¬ 
rowing heavily from the pool of 
styling devices employed by its 
bigger brother. 

The L-shape cut into the car’s 
flanks is a reverse of the Insignia’s 
but the lights, grille and bonnet 
bear marked similarities. 

Inside, it’s a similar story, with the 


steering wheel, gear lever and cen¬ 
tre console design lifted directly 
from the larger car. 

The dash itself curves around the 
front seat occupants integrating 
cleanly with the doors 
and while the centre 
console does host a 
plethora of buttons, 
they’re clearly marked 
and easy to use. 

This Astra is signifi¬ 
cantly bigger than the 
one that preceded it. 
There’s been an 


18cm increase in length, a 7cm 
growth in the wheelbase and the 
track is 6cm wider. 

It has enough space for three 
adults to occupy the rear and a 
boot of 370 litres, which is equal to 
the previous generation car. 

The Astra range comprises five 
models - S, Exclusiv, SRi, SE and 
Elite - each of which comes with 
high levels of equipment as stan¬ 
dard, including ESP, six airbags, air 
conditioning, daytime running lights 


and electric windows. 

Vauxhall will be looking for its lat¬ 
est Astra to make the kind of 
impact on the family hatch sector 
that the previous generation model 
never quite managed. 

It’s a fine driver’s car that’s still a 
fraction behind the top dogs in 
terms of sportiness but gives noth¬ 
ing away in comfort or composure. 

The classy cabin is another 
strong suit with the look and feel 
having been raised far beyond 
what we’ve seen from 

Vauxhall in the past.

Farmer 

A life on land 


Farms are usually passed from father 
to son, or in some cases, daughter. But 
there are plenty of career opportunities 
if working on the land or close to 
nature is your goal. 

Short of saving up to buy your own 
farm, you could become a farm man¬ 
ager or farm worker. 

There are three main types of farm 
- livestock; arable and mixed. Farm 
workers carry out the practical work 
on a farm, while farm managers are 
employed to run a farm efficiently and 
profitably. 

The roles do overlap, especially on 
smaller farms and at important 
moments in the natural calendar such 
as harvest time, lambing and calving. 

Remember too, farming is a busi¬ 
ness - there is paperwork to do, grants 
to apply for and invoices and bills to 
manage. 

Duties on a livestock farm include 
milking, feeding, mucking out and 


caring for sick animals, supervising 
births and keeping records. Operating 
various types of farm machinery is a 
big part of the job and it helps if your 
practical nature extends to basic 
repairs. 

Duties on an arable farm include 
mechanical jobs like ploughing, 
drilling seeds, spreading fertiliser, 
spraying crops and harvesting. 

Skilled workers are much more like¬ 
ly to find work than unskilled workers, 
so get yourself some work experience, 
or enrol at agricultural college. 

One final word of caution: if you 
have romantic notions of farm work, 
then nip them in the bud right now. 
The work is hard, the hours are long, 
the weather is a formidable foe, the 
basic wages are low, and the rural 
economy is in a woeful state. 

But, if you’re a country person at 
heart, it still knocks the socks off any 
office job in the world.
